The Voice Of Jefferson High School 


EFFERSON High School has many a f ~ voices. They speak in different keys, 

in a variety of accents, with diver- sity of emphasis. Sometimes these 
voices harmonize; sometimes they are in discord. There is the voice of the 
faculty; by rights I should say there are the voices of the faculty for seldom 
is there unanimity of opinion.

These pupil 
voices sometimes speak with ma- turity, more often with the immaturi- 
ty that goes with youthful inexper- ience, sometimes quite casually and

There is a Voice of America being sent behind and beyond 
the Iron Curtain. It speaks for all of us, and"we must wonder what it means to people who have no 
other way of understanding the great spirit of our great lumbering loosely-knit democracy. 

I pause in the midst of the multiplicity of daily events to wonder what the Voice of Jefferson 
High School says - not the voices of the faculty or the pupils or the parents or the alumni, but the 
single voice of Jefferson; a voice that speaks through actions and school routines, through things 
done and things not done, as well as through words spoken and written. You who are members of 
clubs, who belong to athletic teams and who attend the games, all of you who make up the Students 
Association - you contribute to the voice of Jefferson, The members of the music groups, the partic- 
ipants in assembly programs, our school representatives to organizations out in the community - you 
contribute to the voices of Jefferson. You who ride the busses, who walk the streets - you contribute 
to the voices of Jefferson. During the war I had a letter from one of our boys who was in training 
camp in this country on the west coast, far from home and friends. He was doing guard duty at night, 
alone on the far stretches of the training camp where nota soul passed by. The night seemed longer 
than usual. The western winds sang their own particular kind of mournful song. It was a lonesome 
spot in which to put an eighteen year old fellow not too long out of high school and far away from' 
home the first time, His letter went on to tell of his thoughts during that dreadful night; he related 
incidents from his school life here at Jeff, he hummed the songs that he had learned in the Jeff Choir, 
he recalled bits of conversations with teachers - he replayed the football games - these were the 
things that got him through the night - this was the voice of Jefferson. 

Voices linger. The mind sorts out the to-be-forgotten and the to-be-remembered. So it is with 
the voice of Jefferson High School. This bit of advice from a teacher; this memory of the day when 
some important truthcameclear; this quotable expression used by some teacher who seemed partic- 
ularly understanding; this assembly experience with the choir banked on the stage, and the band 
below, with the choir singing the stirring Waring arrangement of the Battle Hymn of the Republic; 
this Senior Prom with everybody in evening dress; this Variety Show in which classmates and 
friends play their parts; this crowning of the May Queen; this act of unexpected and undeserved 
kindness; this experience of playing ona team; these the mind retains, The rest is discarded, And 
the memories become unified so that it is not several persons speaking but all one - the voice of
